In another man's 
garden, about 50 yards away, he found a ja 
containing illicit spirits concealed unde 
stalks, and a bucket also containing illicit 
spirits. He knew it was potheen he had 
found because he had tasted it. He had 


tasted potheen on different occasion, and as a 
result of his experience was a judge of it. 

Guard McBrearty produced a soda water 
bottle which he said contained about half-a- 
glass of potheen. This he found concealed 
under a sack about three feet from Shannon s 
back door. 
‘Are you also a judge of illicit spirits, 
inquired Mr. F. F. Cullinan, solicitor for 
the defence. 

‘I am, sir,” replied the Guard. 
Guard Manning produced a few coils of a 
copper worm which he said he had found mm 
another man’s garden patch, and this closed 
the case for the prosecution. 
The Justice agreed with Mr. Cullinan that 
Shannon could not be held responsible for 
discoveries in a garden other than his own 
Defendant and his wife swore they knew 
nothing whatever about the bottles or the 
spirits “found. It would have been easy for 
anyone to put potheen in the thatch of t 
house, and they did not know it was the 
District Justice Gleeson imposed a fine 
£100, mitigated to £25. 
Mr. Cullinan said that Shannon was a 
poor man, with nine children. He had 
numerous testimonials from priests and Peace 
Commissioners as to his good character.

Ages?'” Most certainly, there were—in 
England, at any rate—and very capably they

shrewd, capable face. she is evidently a sharp 
woman of business, who will take care that 
the princess (who seems to be remonstrating 
with her) does not get the best of the bargain. 
Indeed, so far as we can judge from the 
illustrations in the old MSS., most of the 
business seems to have been in the hands of 
women. There is a picture of a twelfth cen- 
tury “dispensary” in a MS. in Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, which represents three 
women at work: two are hammering drugs 
with large pestles, while the third, with a 
smal] dog on her knee, is carefully weighing 
something in a large pair of scales.

Three large 
tubs of warm, soapy water, to which just a 
httle ammonia has been added, are necessary. 


in the water to remove dust and loose grit, 

For washing it is best to use a vacuum cap 
washer, unless an automatic or electric wash- 
ing machine is being used. Knead and squeeze 
well, then transfer the blanket to the second 
tub, Meantime put another blanket in the 
first washifig water, and let it soak while 
the first is washed again. Next should come 
a clear rinse tc remove the soiled soapsuds, 
and lastly the blanket should go into a tub 
of fresh soapy water again. This last water 
should noi be quite so frothy with soap as 
the washing waters, but it is this last dip 
that is the secret of softness and fluffiness 
when the blanket is dry. 

Wool is, of course, an animal substance, 
and when it is on the sheep’s back it 1s 
constantly supplied with a fat—lanolin—which 
keeps it soft and supple. Washing extracts 
this fat, and consequently we put back a sub-/ 
stitute for it in the glycerine in soap. Even 
when safely washed and hung up to biow 
dry, the blankets may not look “good as 
new” if one important process is omitted. 
And this. is nothing more ‘or Jess than con- 
stant shaking. Every half hour at least give 
the blankets a good shake, and they will have 
a soft, fluffy surface when dry. : 

Eiderdowns, too, can be washed with im- 
punity at home by kneading and squeezing, 
rinsing in clear warm water and hanging to 
dry in a wind. In this case, again, good 
results depend largely upon constant shaking. 

Silver cleaning, pea shelling, fruit preparing 
for jam—and all the mendings and renova- 
tiors can be done out cf coors ag easily. 

Of course, a porch or verandah is excellent 
for out-door housework, ‘ut failing such a 
convenience, it is generally possible to find 
a sheltered corner of the garden not far from 
the house t- hear the ‘elephone or door bell 
if necessary. 

There will be days when everything calls for 
the downing of tools, and certainly an occa- 
sional day off is good for all of us. Where a 
holiday from home means ‘an unattended 
house, it is advisable to fix an automatic de- 
livery container to the wall outside the back 
door. .

Writing in the Observer, Sir 
Herbert Samuel—who was Chairman of 
the Royal Commission on the Coal 
Industry in 1925 and 1926—examines the 
causes of the present situation. It will 
be remembered that in 1925 the miners’ 
were asked to make certain sacrifices in 
order to enable the industry to adjust 
itself to the new and stringent competi- 
tion. Yhe miners declared that they 
would withdraw their labour before they 
would consent to the owners’ proposals. 
On the eve of a nation-wide stoppage Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin's Government secured an 
industrial armistice by undertaking to 
subsidise the mines for a period during 
which a Royal Commission would 
investigate the whole problem, and would 
seek to devis2 means by which the industry 
could be rendered profitable once more 
without unnecessary hardship to the. 
toilers. That Commission reported in 
May, 1926. It recommended a general over- 
hauling of the industry, both in methods 
of production and of distribution, and a 
temporary sacrifice by the men for the 
period of reorganisation. Declaring them- 
selves dissatisfied with the sincerity of the 
Government’s promise to carry out the 
reorganisation preposed, the miners 
resisted, by means of a strike, acceptance 
of the conditions proposed to them; and, 
at the end of a struggle that left them 
‘utterly exhausted, surrendered sulkily. 
Since the beginning of last winter the 
mines have been at work with no restric- 
tion upon output other than that imposed 
by the reduced demand. The resumption 
of disputes, and the withering up of the 
market, in the present, season, are signs 
that the hopes built on last year’s hard- 
won peace were fallacious.

Fortnightly Review Mr. F. Yeats-Brown 
describes the researches of Sir Jagadis 
Bose, which have demonstrated that plants 
as well as animals possess a nervous system 
whereby they register impressions of their 
surroundings and retain within themselves 
excitations and memories. At a demon- 
stration Sir Jagadis Bose took a snap- 
dragon, half withered by the fog and rain 
of London, and undertook to trace its 
pulse-beat and t& show its reaction under 
varied drugs. The faded plant was fixed 
jn the ivery grip of the “ sphygmograph ”’ 
—an instrument made entirely by Indian 
craftsmen. A tiny beam of light flashed, 
and a mirror projected a line of light 
on a distant scale. The light, swinging 
alternately to right and left, revealed by 
its magnified sweep the tiny pulse of the 
plant. ‘‘ There was awe in that moment, '' 
Mr. Yeats-Brown writes ; “ for were we not 
to see with mortal eyes a truth that the 
Church has taught from its foundation, 
fiat we are all members of one Life?”

INTERVIEWS WITH EYE-WITNESSES 
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| DEAD MINISTER'S CAREER. 
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| Kevin Christopher. O'Higgins had just 
entered on his thirty-sixth year. He was 
born in the dispensary house in Strad- 
bally, Leix, on June 7, 1892, the fourth 
son of Dr. Thomas F. Higgins, medical 
officer of the Athy Union and Coroner for 
the County of Leix. His mother was a 
daughter of Mr. T. D. Sullivan, M.P., 
the Irish Nationalist poet, and a sister 
of Mrs. T. M. Healy, wife of the 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State, 
who died on Friday last. The mother of 
the murdered statesman lives in Donny- 
brook. It may be written that the father 
of Mr. O'Higgins always wrote his name 
without the “O.” 

Mr. O'Higgins was educated at Clon- 
gowes Wood College and St. Patrick's 
College, Carlow, and obtained his degree 
in Arts at the old Royal University of 
Ireland. Intended for the law, he served 
his apprenticeship as a solicitor with his 
uncle, the late Mr. Maurice Healy, of 
Cork, brother of Mr. T. M. Healy. During 
that period of his career he threw himself 
completely into the new revolutionary 
movement of Sinn Fein, and became a 
faithful disciple of Arthur Griffith. From 
the very beginning his realistic mind was 
attracted by the logic of the Griffith 
theory of revolution. 

In 1918 Mr. O’Higgins’s name became 
prominent in the Irish political move- 
ment, when he spent five months in jail 
for an anti-conscription speech. Before 
that year was out he was elected M.P. 
for .Leix, beating Mr. P. J. Meehan, the 
Redmondite representative of the con- 
stituency, by the overwhelming majority 
of 7,000 votes. One of the things of which 
Mr. O'Higgins used to talk with pride 
was that his constituency subscribed 
£10,000 te the first Irish Republican 
Loan. 

“ON THE RUN.” 

When Mr. W. T. (now President) 
Cosgrave was arrested in 1920 Mr. 
O'Higgins, who was then “on the run,” 
took his place as Dail Eireann Minister 
for Local Government. In 1921 he was 
elected for Leix-Offaly, and he represented 
that joint constituency until the general 
election of 1923. Early in that year his 
father was murdered in his own house 
by a gang of masked Republicans, and 
the tragedy of that night darkened the 
subsequent life of the son. He shook 
the dust of his native county off his feet, 
and, seeking election in Dublin County, 
was returned at the head of the poll. The 
fishermen of Howth subscribed the 
amount of his.election fee. Last June he 
again headed the poll in Dublin County. 

In 1921 Mr. O'Higgins married Miss 
Bridget May Cole, a Dublin woman, who 
had a distinguished scholastic career at

little girls, one aged three years ánd 
the other six months, they lived very 
happily in their County Dublin home, 
Mr. O’Higgins’s brother, Michael, was 
killed in France while serving in ithe 
Great War as a lieutenant in the Leinster 
Regiment. 


HIS PRINCIPLES. 

Since 1923 Mr. O'Higgins had heen 
Minister for Justice, and it was from that 
up ‘to the time of his death that! he 
accomplished the work that has placed 
his name on the roll of the distinguished 
sons of Ireland. Mr. O Higgins on jone 
occasion told the writer ¢f this natice 
that he liked the title Minister | for 
Justice, preferring it to Minister, for 
Home Affairs or any similar designation. 
A realist of the realists, he believed in 
justice in the abstract, the justice that 
counts only righteousness between man 
and man. His was the outlogk on life 
that regards only the uplift of the many.

The news of the assassination of Mr. Kevin 
O’Higins comes as a terrible aftermath to 
the Irish elections. His death at the age of 
thirty-five is tragic enough in itself, apart 
alfogether from its political consequences ; 
for he was a man for whom a singularly 
attractive combination of qualities had won 
Many friends, not least in London during 
the last few years: He had gained “the 
affection, as wel! as the respect, of those who 
met him when he came here on the business 
of his country, and who had learned how 
much intelligence, courage and force of will 
lay, behind his quiet and friendly demeanour 
and his sparing, whimsical speech. 

The profound sympathy and sorrow which 
is felt in this country for his family and 
friends in Ireland is increased by the realisa- 
tion hat his death occurs at the moment 
when, as Minister for External Affairs, he 
was about to take a leading part in the 
personal relations of the two countries—a part 
for which the regard in which he had come 
to be held made him so well fitted. As Minister 
for External Affairs, he was in London a 
few days ago, and was to have returned this 
week.
